DRAFT RULES 


1- H ) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (.._. Amendment) 

Rules, 1999, 


(2) These shall come into force after one year from the date of their publication in the 
official gazette 

2, In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, m rule 32, 

(i) for clause (c), the following shall be substituted, namely:- 

u (c)(i) The name and complete address of, and the location of the manufacturing unit, and in 
case the manufacturer is not the packer, the name and address of the manufacturing unit and the 
packing unit, 

(ii) Where an article of food is manufactured or packed by any person or a company under a 
written authority of some other manufacturer under its brand name, the label shall carry the name 
and complete address of, and the location of the manufacturing /packing unit and the packer, as 
the case may be, and also of the manufacturer or company for whom and on whose behalf it is 
manufactured or packed, 

(iii) Where any article of food is imported into India, the package of food shall also carry the 
name and complete address of the impoted in India : 

Provided that where any food article manufactured outside India is packed in India, the 
package containing the said food article shall also contain on the label the name of the country of 
Origin of the food article and name and complete address of the importer and the premises of the 
packing in India
